AM glad to find by your Letter of the 31 ft of 
December, that your General Court hasat 
length had the grace to make a juft compenfation 
to the fufferers in tne late riots. . They did not 
do it too foon ; for about the time of the arrival 
of the news, a difpofition was rifing here to make 
a ftri& enquiry why it was fo long delayed, ` 

What you mention of your divifions has proved 
a great misfortune to both countries ; for I can’t 
but confider their intereft as the fame, and think 
that no one can injure the one without hurting the 
other. We are now beginning to fee our error, 
and are uniting here in one opinion with regard 
to the fupporting the honor of the crown, and the 
authority of the legiflature. ‘The open difobedi- 
ence of the aflembly of New-York to the act for 
quartering the foldiers, has raifed a fpirit in Parlia- 
ment which I have not feen before. All now 
agree that government would be no more, if it 
fuffered any of its fubjects to difpute its fupreme 
authority. The Lord Chancellor fome time ago 
{aid that that Colony was in a ftateof delinquency ; 
and every member of the adminiftration in both 
houfes hath in the ftrongeft terms declared that 
they would go as far as any men in the mainten- 
ance of the King’s rights. The firft Lord of the 
“‘Treafury and the Secretary of State intimated in 
the Houfe of Lords laft week that Lord Chatham 
with the affiftance of the Lord Chancellor and 
Lord Prefident, &c. is preparing a bill for this 
purpofe, and a plan for carrying it into execution. 
‘The ready obedience of Pennfylvania was menti- 
oned to their honor, and a juft diftinction feems 
intended to be made between the different pro- 
vinces according to their different behaviour. I 
am forry to find that your a y has been bro’t 
to imitate thofe of NewYork. Thofe men furely 
muft have very little regard to the intereft of the 
province, who have been ufing every art to miflead 
an honeft well meaning people, for their own 
faCtious purpofes. 

Not that you have any ground of fear from the 
meafures now taking. All paflion, prejudice and 
refentment have been moft fully difclaimed, & the 
perfons who are to form and execute the plan are 
the very men whom your people have been taught 
to think your beft friends, and are raifing ftatues 
to. Far from injuftice therefore you have nothing 
to expect, but what will be dictated by fentiments 
of the utmoft confideration and good will. I 
know that Mr. Grenville, whofe eftimation and 
authority in parliament is rifing every day, has not 
the leaft refentment againft the colonies, and am 
perfuaded that the plan would be formed by him 
with full as much moderation. But the ftrong 
prejudices which are now prevailing in yourcountry 
in favour of Lord Chatham make it more defira- 
ble that this bufinefs fhould be entered on by him 
znd Lord Chambden than by any one elfe. 

I have attended the Houfe of Lords the three 
days on which the American Affairs have been 
mentioned there. Much was faid Yefterday about 
your tacking an act of indemnity to that for the 
Compenfation. Acts of grace can originate only 
in the crown. Lord Shelburne was amazed that 
his Letter could have given the leaft countenance 
to the paffing of it: But Lord Mansfield excufed 
the governor. The council will certainly declare 
that part void ; but that need give no alarm, be- 
caufe fomething equivalent will be done here. 
The intended bill is to begin in the Houfe of 
Commons. ‘The attention of that houfe has for 
fome time been engaged in the Eaft-India bufinefs. 
But they have refolved on the 3oth inftant, im- 
mediately after the recefs, to take the American 
papers into confideration. 

Lord Mansfield yefterday in the Houfe of Lords 
made one of the fineft fpeeches I ever heard, upon 
the wickednefs and the folly of your incendiaries ; 
who againft the conviction of their own minds are 
endeavouring to raife jealoufies and alienate the af- 
fedtions of hisMajefty’sSubje&s in America from his 
government here ; and upon the fatal tendency of 
fuch a feparation between them, if it gould be ef- 
fected as that muft neceflarily produce diflentions 
among yourfelves and wars between the feveral 
provinces, for want of a common arbiter, and at 
laft end in a ftate of fubje€&tion to fome foreign 
power, who would draw the bonds of fubmiffion 
much tighter than they ever were before. All 


- that he faid carried conviétion to his hearers, from

“NHURSDAY laf. arrived the Lord Hyde- 
pack boat in 6 weeks from Falmouth 3 
the Englifh prints received by her are to the 12th 
of April, which are not fo late by a week as thofe 
brought by Captain Hunter, arrived at Bofton, 
they contain little or nothing relative to American 
affairs ; but by private letters we learn, thata late 
A& pafled at Bofton, called the Zndemnity 4é,has 
given much difguft to the inhabitants of Great- 
Britain, efpecially the Houfe of Lords, who we 
are told, immediately voted that every minute re- 
lative to that matter fhould be ordered to be erafed 
out of the Journal of the proceedings of the Houfe 
of Affembly of the Province of Maffachufetts-Bay’: 
— That little or nothing had been’done by Parlia- 
ment, with regard to America, but that the: 24th 
of April was fixed upon to begin with our affairs ; 
and that it was generally fuppofed we fhould have 
permiffion granted for the emitting paper-money 
as a legal tender :—That three fhips of 74 guns 
was getting ready for America, and were to take 
on board the 16th ( Gifborne’s') and the 26h 
( Scott’s ) regiments for New-York ; the 18th, 
( Sir John Seybright’s) for Philadelphia ; and the 
Loth, (Sandford’s) for Quebec ; and that the re- 

giments now in America, would be fent home. 
Tuefday laft Captain Smith arrived here from 
Bofton, with whom came under the care of two 
Conftables, Fofep> Andrews, who had been often 
mentioned in this paper, as a Prifoner concerned 
in the Murder. of Capt. Duryee of this port, and 
feveral other perfons, on the High Seas : He was 
attended to the Goal by a numerous Croud of 
Speétators ; and its hoped he will now foon have 
juftice done him.— He was examined before the 
Governor and Council, and denied every thing 
that was alledged againft him, and fays that Capt. 
Duryee’s cloaths and the cafh he had, was given 
him by Johnfton, who was broke on the wheel at 
Statia, and the man who firft difcovered the mur- 
der at St. Kitts, and the reafon he afligned for not 
difcovering the murder was, that he was loth the 
butchers who perpetrated the murder fhould be 

hanged for it.

The buying and felling Places under ihe 
GOVERNMENT. 


SIR, 

N the Reign of her late Majefty Queen 
Anne, her Majefty made the following 
publick Declaration, * that the felling of 
Offices and Places in Great Britain, which 
concern the Adminiftration, or Execution 
of Juftice, or the Receipt, Comptrolment, 
or Payment of any of her Treafures, Mo- 
nies, Cuftomes, or Revenes whatfoever, or 
of any of the Offices or Places in her Houfe- 
hold and Family, to be highly difhonoura- 
ble to her Majefty,prejudical to her Service, 
introductive of Corruption and Extortion, 
and a Difcouragement to Virtue and true 
Merit ; and that her Majefty was refolved 
to ufe her utmoft Endeavours to difcourage 
and prevent the felling the fame: And 
therefore declared her Pleafure, that no 
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t Perfon whatfoever do prefume to fell ] 


buy, or knowingly, permit to be fold o" 
bought, any of the Offices or Places afore- 
faid, or take or permit to be taken, any 
Morey, Fee; Reward, or any Profit what- 
foever, or any Promife, Agreement, Co- 
venant, Bond or Affurance to have, or 
Teceive the fame for any, Offices or Places 
aforefaid, or being admitted into or placed 
in them, or any of them, not permitted by a 
Statute made in the Fifth Year of the Reign 
of King Edward IV. againft the felling of 
Officés, or other than fuch Fees as by Law 
are alowed to be taken, upon: Pain: -of in- 
curring her Mayefty’s Difpleafure. And 
her Majefty commanded arid:required, that 
all Perfons to whom it fhall belong, to no- 
minate or place, or admit into any of the 
faid Offices and Places; for Money or other 
Reward whatfoever ; and that they do not 
fuffer any of them to be fold, except as in 
the before recited Act of Parliament is ex- 
cepted. And her Majefty further declared; 
that fhe would give all due Encouragement 
to fuch Perfons, who: fhall difcover and 
profecute any Perfon or Perfons for buying 
of felling any to the Offices or Places afore- 
faid; contrary of Law. And that all Per- 
fons Concerned might take Notice hereof, 
her Majelty commanded that this Declara- 
tion be forthwith printed and publifhed.’

minious Trade of Place-Jobbing to enrich them- 
felyes, though they ruin the Nation ?
